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COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


BIRTHS. 


Slightly  fewer  children  v/orc  born  this  year  compared 
with  1949*  63  in  1950,  75  in  1949?  the  number  of  stillbirths 

remained  the  low  figure  of  one. 


DEATHS 

Slightly  noro  persons  died  in  1950  compared  with  1949* 

79  in  1950,  52  in  1949*  Of  the  79?  40  wore  males  and  39  females. 
58  v/ere  over  70  yoars  of  age.  Moro  elderly  people  diod  during 
the  winter  of  1950  than  in  1949* 

The  crude  death  rate  was  l6o  52  per  1,000  estimated  home 
population.  By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  0.72,  the 
standardised  death  rate  is  11»9» 

The  comparability  factor  is  worked  out  for  each  district 
by  the  Registrar  General »  The  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  level 
out  differences  of  ago  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population 
of  the  various  districts  and  enables  moro  accurate  comparisons 
to  bo  made  of  birth  and  death  rates  in  other  areas. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  cerebrospinal  fever  nor  poliomyelitis. 
There  wore  no  maternal  deaths. 

In  1950  two  children  died  under  one  yoar  of  ago  compared 
with  throe  in  1949 »

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


PUBLIC  HSiiLTH  LABORATORY. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  Poole  has  given  the 
district  generous  service «,  Tho  laboratory  undertakes  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other 
foods.  It  also  examines  specimens  for  diagnosis  in  tho  case 
of  infectious,  or  suspcctod  infectious  diseases. 

AHBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Tho  ambulance  service  of  the  district  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  tho  Dorset  County  Council,  operating  day  and  night  from  the 
Civic  Centre,  Yfimborne. 


WELFARE  CENTRE. 

The  Dorset  County  Council  provide  an  Infant  Welfare  Centro 
at  tho  Women's  Institute  Hut. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE, 

A  Homo  Help  Service  was  commenced  during  the  year  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  tho  Dorset  County  C cun oil.

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  tho  Public  Water  Supply  is  in  the  hands  of  tho 
Bournemouth  Water  Undertakers.  Tho  majority  of  the  water 
is  derived  from  a  deop  well  situated  at  Waif ord,  near  Y/inborao. 
It  is  chlorinated  and  softened,  47  houses  aro  supplied  with 
water  from  shall ow  wells. 


Nino  samples  of  main  water  takon  for  bacteriological 
analysis  havo  given  highly  satisfactory  results. 

2.  DHAmGB  AND  SEWEPPiCE . 

There  aro  no  adequate  arrangements  made  to  deal  with  the 
sewage  of  tho  town,  with  tho  exception  of  the  post-war 
Council  Pious  os  which  are  connected  for  all  sowago  to  a  small 
sewerage  disposal  works  a.t  Leigh  Park. 


There  are  approximately  1,500  properties  to  less  than  a 
square  mile  and  513  of  those  discharge  their  sowago  into  thoir 
gardens:  the  remainder,  about  two  thirds,  excluding  tho  now 

Council  Pious cs,  discharge  sewage  into  tho  shallow  town  sewers, 
it  is  believed  that  those  sewers  woro  solely  constructed  for  tho 
carriage  of  surface  water*  The  sewage  is  mostly  bath  and  sink 
waste,  but  approximately  ten  per  cent  of  tho  properties  discharge 
all  sewage  into  the  sewers  without  any  form  of  treatment*  Thus 
crudo  sewage  is  passing  directly  into  the  River  Allen  and 
polluting  tho  water.

PAIL  CLOSETS 

There  arc  779  properties  served  by  pail  closets#  Thoso 
are  emptied  twico  a  week  by  the  Council’s  worknon#  Thero  arc 
four  food  premises  and  seventeen  houses  through  which  thoso 
pail  closets  have  to  be  carriod# 

The  sewage  collected  is  taken  throe  and  a  half  milo3  to 
Forndown,  deposited  in  doep>  pits  and  covcrod  with  soil  after  the 
contents  have  settled. 

From  the  remarks  on  tho  system  of  drainage  and  sewerage, 
it  is  seen  that  conditions  are  vory  unsatisfactory# 

A  joint  sewerage  scheme  with  neighbouring  authorities  has 
been  prepared  and  it  is  hopod  a  Public  Inquiry  will  bo  hold  early 

in  1951.
